ATLANTA, Ga., September 2, 1878. 

At a meeting of the above associa- 
tion, held at the office of Dr. J. J. Knott, Sep- 
tember 2, 1875, the subject of yellow fever was 
discussed, and a committee of three, consisting 
of Dre. A. R. Alley, J. C. Olmste t and J. J 
Knott, were appointed by Dr G. d. Crawford, 
president, to give expression tr rough the press 
of the views of this association as to the conta 
gion or non-contagion of this disease. 
j We a8 a committee, appointed by the Medico- 
Chirurgical association, would respec:fully 
state, in the first place that the health of At- 
lanta during the recent summer months has 
been unprecedented. We can truthfuliy assert 
that, in spite of the heated term that we have 
passed through, that the mortuary reports since 
the first of June have been less than any pre- 
ceding summer in the experience of the mem- 
bers of this association. 

We asa body are of the opinion that it is a 
matter of impossibility for the yellow fever to 
prevail here as an epidemic, or even to spread 
from the importation of cases. This point was 
thoroughly tested during ihe prevalence of this 
disease in Montgomery, Ala, and Savannah and 
Brunswick, Ga, by several members of this as- 
sociatiom who treated several well marked and 
typical cases at the hotels in the city. Prior to 
the war and during the prevalence of the dis 
ease at Savannah numerous cases were tested 
throughout the state and in localities much more 
favorable for the development of this disease 
without a single instance of this disease being 
communicated. 
In conciifzion we will state that the bea th of 
the city at the present time continues remark. 
ably good.
